Messrs. Murphy and Babcock, of the 


State Board of Examiners, decline to 
approve tha bill of $3,548 50, allowed 
bj tha Board of Insane Commissioners 
to the contractors. 
The contractors 


will ask the Legislature to authorize 
the payment of their claim, and when 
the facts are presented, we do not be- 
have there will b» any objection to th* 
payment of the claim. 


The sum of $80,000 was appropriated 


•for the building and furnishing of the 
Asylum. The building, including the 
$3,548 50, represents $63,218 80 of the 
$80,000, leaving nearly $17,000 for the 
other object. How this money has been 
expended will be shown to the people 
immediately after the next meeting of 
the Beard of Commissioners.

While according full credit to the 


Democracy for its effective labor in se- 
curing the passage of the Chinese bills, 
Frank Fixley bags them to remember 
that "Thomas H. Benton was the first 
American statesman who announced in 
tha Senata of the United States the de- 
sirability of Chinese coming to our 
coast. Buchanan wag the first Presi- 
dent of the United States with whom a 
Chinese treaty was made. Reed, a 
Democratic Commissioner, was the firs t 
to negotiate such a treaty. A Demo- 
cratic Senate was the first to ratify it. 
Governor Haight was the first Governor 
who presided at a civic banquet to cele- 
brate tha inauguration of unrestricted 
Chinese intercourse.'' 


The San Francisco Chronicle states 


that the California State Immigration 
Association is in receipt of letters from 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, 
Castle Garden (New York City) and 
Iowa, stating that thousands of the de- 
scriptive pamphlets have been distrib- 
uted to immigrants. News from Iowa 
is to the effect that preparations are be 
ing made to forward large numbers of 
immigrants from .that State during the 
present year. Along the Union Pacific 
road and branches 100,000 copies of the 
pamphlet are to be distributed for the 
purpose of reaching emigrants from 
Canada.

AB Attack VBDMi His*' B«B«lt«d-HM 


BaektapoTe* Halff Cera BMMa*

The Beno JOUBNAL recently published 


a Utter from Eureka over the signature 
of "Democrat" protesting against th» 
nomination of Jewett W. Adams and 
assigning reasons therefore which have 
no existence in fact. 


His first objeetion is that Litatenant- 


3overnor Adams is a third-termer. 
When we recollect that he has never 
even bean a candidate heretofore for tha 
office of Governor, this objection seems 
childish. It simply means that when a 
man has held a subordinate office for 
;wo terms he is excluded fYom being a 
candidate for any other official position. 


"Democrat" makes another charge, 
'hich, it true, would amount to some- 
thing, but unfortunately for the Cap- 
tain there is not a particle of truth in 
the charge. After quoting the law of 
1877 appropriating money to pay the 
salary of the Library Clerk for the pre- 
vious years, he says: "Let it be re- 
membered that at the date of this en- 
actment, and at no time prior thereto, 
was there any such officer known to 
the law as "Library Clerk." 


Now if Democrat will take the trouble 


to look at Section 2798, Compiled Laws, 
he will see that as early as May 11, 18«7, 
"The Secretary of State is hereby au- 
thorized to employ a clerk in the State 
Library and Adjutant-General's office," 
and the next section fixes the salary at 
£150 per month. Under this authority 
Mr. Noteware appointed the Library 
Clerk till January, 1871, when J.;D. 
Minor continued to makeUhe appoint- 
ments till 1877, when the power was 
taken from him by the Legislature and 
Tested in the Supreme Court Judges. 
Hence Governor Adams never had tha 
legal authority, as ex-officio Librarian or 
otherwise, to appoint a clerk of the 
library, and, as a matter of fact, never 
did appoint one. 


But why did the Legislature omit the 


appropriation for library clerk in the 
General Appropriation bill of 1875 and 
thereby make the special appropriation 
necessary in 1877? 


This involves a bit of political history 


well worth recalling. Tt will be recol- 
lected that in the canvass of 1874 
Sharon, who was then, a candidate for 
United States Senator, undertook to 
bulldoze the people of Churchill county 
by colonizing some 30 voters therein. 
The Democrats resisted by every means 
in their power this infamous scheme, 
the election registers resigning rather 
than register these purchased political 
bummers. By this manly act the peo- 
ple of that county elected members of 
the Legislature representing the senti- 
ments of a majority of the unpurehasa- 
ble votera, who were, of course, opposed 
to Sharon. When the Legislature met 
the political strikers of King William, 
in and out of both Houses, felt indig- 
nant that the honest people of Churchill 
county would not submit to be robbed 
of their political rights, and went to 
work at once to punish them by abolish- 
ing their county. So they introduced a 
bill to wipe out Churchill and divide its 
territory 
among adjoining counties. 


At this session. Mr. Adams was the 


Acting Governor, Bradley having gone 
to California for medical treatment on 
account of a severe stroke of paralysis. 
The above-mentioned bill 
was not 


passed till within five days of the end of 
the session, and heuce it was necessary 
to present it to the Governor that clay 
or he could hold it over till the naxl 
session. When the Senate adjourned 
that afternoon the bill was not signed 
and enrolled, and they determined to 
hold a night session to perfect and pre- 
sent it, About 9 o'clock P.M. the bill 
was signed and ready for presentation, 
and a committee was appointed to hand 
it to the Governor. The committee 
soon reported that they found the Gov- 
ernor's office locked and the light out. 
The Senate knowing that they had the 
power to pass the bill over the Gover- 
nor's veto and that it it was not pre- 
sented that night, he could not hold it 
over, instructed their committee to hunt 
Governor Adams up and present it 
wherever they could find him. 


The committee struck out in the dark 


and having ascm tamed that Jewett was 
attending a social putty at the residence 
of Colonel Ellis they rushed to that 
point, called him oat and presented tha 
bill. Governor Adams informed the 
committee that he was in the habit ol 
doing official business at the Executive 
office in the Capitol, where he would be 
happy to meet them during official hours 
on the next day and receive any com- 
munications they wuhed to present, but 
he must decline to perform official busi- 
ness during the dead of night upon the 
streets of Carson. 


Again the committee returned to the 


Senate for instructions. 
They were 


then told to throw the bill into the Gov- 
ernor's office 
through the transom, 


which they gallantly did. The Gover- 
nor finding it there the next morning 
pocketed it till after the final adjourn- 
ment. 


The toiled followers of King William 


fairly 
boiled over with rage. The 


thought that the Acting Governor of 
Nevada would not fall upon his knees 
and do the bidding of the millions ol 
their King could not be tolerated for 
one moment. He should be punished, 
aye severly 
punished. What should 


they do? They recollected that the 
Appropriation bill contained $3,600 to 
pay the salary of the Library clerk and 
that J. D. 41iuor at the request of Gov- 
ernor Adams 
had kindly appointed 


Adams' friend, Bart Mitchell, to that 
position. 


Ab, they had him now! The Senate 


recalled the Appropriation bill from the 
House and indignantly struck out the 
clerk's salary, that had been paid rega 
larly for niue years. Governor Adttma 
should not only perform the duties of 
Lieutenant Governor on his salary as 
such, but should also discharge the 
duties of Governor, Adjutant Geueral, 
Librarian and Clerk ot tuo Library be- 
sides. 


Bat this punishment WHS not enough. 


So they passed a bill requiring the Gov- 
ernor to keep his office open every night 
till 10 o'clock daring tho sessions of the 
Legislature. Ot course Jewett pocketed 
(bin bill as he did the Churchill bill. 


If anyone doubts Jewett W. Adams' 


backbone and manhood to execute the 
duties of tha Executive office and pro 
loci the interests of tha people, be 


should hare been in Carson during the 
l»t week of the suasion of 1876.

It was held that the newspapers had not 
dealt justly with them, as in their criti- 
cisms one important point was over- 
looked. It is, that although the "dan- 
ger clause" of the plan of action may be 
enforced, it could. not be unless by 
direction of a majority of the League. 
This, therefore, should not deter people 
who are in favor of the movement from 
joining the League; but they ought to 
join so that if objectionable action 
should be proposed it could be voted 
down. 
It was announced that the 


"danger clause" of the plan does not 
apply in Nevada, anyway, and steps 
will be taken to have it removed from 
the fundamental law of the organiza- 
tion so far as this State is concerned. 
The statement made by the Enterprise 
that the organization is rendered use- 
less by the passage and signing of the 
new Anti-Chinese bill was combatted. 
It is desirable not only to prevent other 
Chinamen from coming, but to compel 
those already here to leave. This was 
to be accomplished by peaceful means- 
nothing worse than refusing to patron- 
ize them being contemplated. By this 
way of doing a double good would be 
accomplished—the white laborers in our 
midst would be benefitted by having re- 
munerative employment offered them, 
and the community would be rid of the 
Chinese, with their filthy houses and 
demoralizing, degrading habits. The 
following committee was appointed, in 
conjunction with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the League, to modify the 
plan of action and draft an address to 
the public: A. F. Mackay, Denis Kevin 
and W. A. Mclntosh.

Nevada Topper Prospects.

and hilver.
